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From  the  preceding  datement,  it  appears,  that  the 
liberal  contributions  of  Friends  have  enabled  the  Ma¬ 
nagers  of  the  Inditution,  to  difcharge  the  expenfes  of 
the  late  additional  Building  and  Furniture,  befides 
which  there  is  a  Small  reduction  of  the  debt..  The 

V 

very  high  price  of  provisions  has  frudrated  the  expec¬ 
tations  which  they  formed  lad  year,  that  the  income 
from  the  Patients  would  Support  the  Edabliihrnent,  ex- 
clufive  of  the  payment  of  Life  Annuities,  and  the  in- 
tered  of  money  borrowed.  The  deficiency,  however, 
does  not  amount  to  thirty  pounds. 

Eleven  Patients  have  been  admitted/ Since  the  lad 
year.  Six  have  recovered,  and  been  discharged  ;  three 
have  died,  two  of  whom  were  considerably  advanced  in 
years.  There  are  at  prefent  in  the  Houfe,  36  Pati¬ 
ents,  viz.  15  Men  and  21  Women  ;  11  of  whom 
are  at  the  low  price  of  four  lhillings,  and  one  at  five 
{hillings  per  week.  Two  Patients,  whofe  diforder 
was  recent,  and  who  formerly  would  have  paid  four 
{hillings  per  week,  were  admitted  gratis,  in  confe- 
quence  of  the  agreement  entered  into  lad  year.  They 
are  both  recovered  and  difcharged. 

Experience  has  this  year  abundantly  convinced  us,  of 
the  advantage  to  be  derived  from  an  early  attention  to 
perfons  affl idled  with  diforders  of  the  mind.  Of  the 
eleven  above  reported  to  have  been  admitted,  two  were 
removed  from  another  Institution,  as  incurables  ;  and 
three  others  were  confirmed  cafes.  The  remaining  fix 
were  recent  in  (lances  ;  four  of  whom  recovered 
and  were  difcharged  within  the  fird  quarter  after  their 
admiflion  ;  the  two  others  are  evidently  recovering, 
and  will  probably  be  difmided  within  the  fame  period. 
This  consideration  will,  we  hope,  encourage  the  friends 
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of  thofe  who  are,  or  may  be  affii&ed  with  this  mafacfy* 
to  remove  them  early,  and  place  them  under  proper 
care  and  treatment. 

We  feel  fatisfadlion  in  having  it  in  our  power  to 
demonftrate  the  advantages  of  this  Inftitution  :  and  we 
trull  that  nothing  now  remains  necellary  to  convince 
Friends  of  its  Utility,  and  to  encourage  them  more 
generally  to  co-operate  in  its  fupport.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

2.  That  the  Inllitution  be  eftablifhed  and  fupported  by 
Annuities,  Donations,  and  annual  Subfcriptions ;  and  that 
the  fame  (which  fhould  be  altogether  voluntary)  be  promot¬ 
ed  amongll  Friends  within  the  compais  of  any  Quarterly 
Meeting. 

2d.  That  each  Subfcriber,  byway  of  Annuity,  contribut¬ 
ing  a  fum  not  lefs  than  twenty  pounds,  fhall  receive  an  in- 
tereft  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  during  life. 

3d.  That  a  contribution  of  one  hundred  pounds,  from  any 
quarterly  or  other  Meeting  in  its  collective  capacity,  or  a 
donation  of  twenty-five  pounds  from  any  Friend,  or  a  fub- 
fcription  of  fifty  pounds  for  an  Annuity,  fhall  entitle  fuch 
Meeting,  Donor,  or  Annuitant,  refpe&ively,  to  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  nominating  one  poor  F'atient  at  a  time,  on  the  lowed: 
terms  of  adiniffion.. 

4th.  That  the  name  of  every  Annuitant,  Donor,  and  Sub- 
feriber,  be  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpofe  ; 
and  that  every  Annuitant,  Donor  of  not  lefs  than  two  gui¬ 
neas,  and  Sublcriber  of  fums  in  any  manner  equal  to  two 
guineas,  (being  and  continuing  a  member  of  our  Society,) 
fhall  be  a  member  of  the  Meetings  which  are  to  be  held  lor 
the  government  and  fuperintendence  of  the  Infbitution. 
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5th.  That  there  be  paid  for  Board,  Wafhing,  medical  Ad¬ 
vice  and  Medicines,  and  all  other  things  neceffary,  except 
clothing,  for  every  poor  Patient  privileged  agreeably  to  ihs, 
third  Rule,  a  fum  not  lefs  than  four  fhillings  per  week* 

6th.  That  not  lefs  than  eight  fhillings  per  week  be  paid 
for  other  Patients,  and  more  according  to  circumftances ;  and 
fix  fhillings  per  week  for  the  board  of  the  fervant  of  a  Pati¬ 
ent,  in  cafe  their  friends  fhould  incline  to  fend  one :  which 
fervant  muft  be  approved  by  the  Committee.  The  terms  of 
admiffion  to  be  fubje£l  to  future  alteration,  if  found  neceffary* 

7th.  As  the  benefit  of  the  propofed  Inftitution  is  intended 
to  extend  to  thofe  who  are  not  ftri&ly  members  of  our  So¬ 
ciety,  though  not  under  eight  fhillings  per  week,  it  is  agreed 
that  fubfcriptions  may  alfo  be  received  from  fuch  perfons. 

8th.  In  cafe  any  quarterly  Meeting  be  frnall,  or  its  mem¬ 
bers  not  in  an  eligible  fituation  to  raife  one  hundred  pounds, 
the  General  Meeting  of  Subfcribers  fhall  have  power,  on  ap¬ 
plication,  to  extend  the  privilege  of  the  third  Rule  to  fuch 
Meetings,  on  contributing  a  fmaller  fum,  at  the  difcretion 
@f  the  laid  General  Meeting. 

9th.  For  the  fatisfaflion  of  Subfcribers  on  life  annuities, 
and  thofe  who  have  lent,  or  may  hereafter  lend,  any  money 
to  this  Inftitution,  this  Meeting  declares,  that  the  whole 
real  and  perfonal  property  thereunto  belonging,  acquired, 
and  to  be  acquired,  fhall  ftand  and  continue  a  fecurity  to  the 
faid  life  Annuitants,  for  the  annual  payment  of  their  inte- 
reft,  and  to  the  Lenders  aforefaid,  for  the  regular  payment 
of  principal  and  intereft. 

10.  That  the  privilege  of  Meetings,  or  perfons,  to  recom¬ 
mend  poor  Patients  on  the  loweft  terms  of  admiffion,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  third  and  eighth  Rules  of  9th.  Month,  1794, 
fhall  not  be  taken  away  or  diminifhed,  not  with  handing  any 
general  powers  which  are  or  may  be  invefted  in  the  future 
u  rectors. 
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nth.  Tli at  a  Meeting  of  the  Subfcribers  qualified  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  fourth  Rule  of  the  fame  date,  be  held  in  the  latter 
end -of  the  6th.  month,  or  beginning  of  the  7th.  month,  of 
every  year,  unlefs  fome  other  time  fhould  hereafter  be  found 
more  convenient ;  which  Meeting  fhall  be  denominated  the 
General  Meeting  :  and  the  Friends  who  may  compofe  it  fhall, 
from  time  to  time,  have  a  general  hate  of  the  family,  and  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  Inftitution,  laid  before  them,  and  (except  the 
twp  preceding  minutes  which  relate  to  fecurities  to  Annui¬ 
tants,  to  Lenders  of  money,  and  to  privileged  Meetings  and 
Subfcribers.)  fhall  have  power  to  alter  or  make  Rules,  and 
give  fuch  directions,  as  they  may  think  belt  adapted  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  defigns  of  the  Inftitution  ;  and  to  appoint  a  Trea- 
furer,  who  fhall  keep  and  dilpofe  of  the  money  entrufted  to 
him,  as  the  faid  Meeting  fhall  dire&  ;  they  may  alfo  confirm, 
alter,  or  abrogate  the  Orders  and  Regulations  of  any  other 
Meetings  of  the  Subfcribers;  and  {hall  choofe  annua  Ilya 
Committee  for  the  immediate  care  and  management  of  the 
Undertaking.  This  Committee  are  to  meet  once  a  month 
at  fartheft  ;  fix  the  terms  of  admifiion  for  the  different  Pati¬ 
ents  ;  make  out  clear  and  diftinft  accounts  of  the  ftate  of  the 
Inftitution  ;  and  carry  into  execution  the  Rules  and  Orders 
made  for  promoting  its  welfare. 

12th.  That,  during,  or  after  the  conclufion  of  each  quar¬ 
terly  Meeting  of  Friends  for  Yorkfhire,  the  qualified  Sub¬ 
fcribers  are  to  meet  and  examine  the  laid  Committee’s  ac¬ 
counts,  read  over  ail  their  minutes,  advance  or  reduce  the 
weekly  payment  of  any  of  the  Patients,  and  give  the  Com¬ 
mittee  fuch  advice  and  direction  as  they  may  think  proper, 
confidently  with  the  general  Rules  and  Orders  that  may 
have  been  eftablifhed. 

13th.  That,  in  order  to  provide  for  a  perpetual  fucceffion 
of  Directors,  the  General  Meeting  fhall,  in,  or  before  the 
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year  1800,*  nominate  and  appoint  forty  Subfcribers,  members 
of  our  Society,  who,  with  their  fucceffors,  as  hereafter  di¬ 
rected  to  be  appointed,  fhall  from  thenceforth  (together  with 
any  other  qualified  Donor  or  Subfcribers,  and  Agents  that 
may  be  appointed  by  any  qualified  Meeting,  that  may  from 
time  to  time  choofe  to  attend)  be  the  General  Meeting,  and 
continue  the  Directors  of  the  Inflitution,  in  whom  the  go¬ 
vernment  of  it  fhall  thereafter  perpetually  veil  and  remain  ; 
any  ten  of  whom  fhall  be  fdfficient  to  do  buftnefs.  The  laid 
forty  Directors,  or  any  eight  of  them,  with  any  other  quali¬ 
fied  Donors  or  Subfcribers,  to  meet  quarterly  for  the  afore- 
laid  purpofes  of  the  quarterly  Meeting  of  Subfcribers. 

14th.  That  on  the  fir  ft  appointment  of  the  faid  forty  Di¬ 
rectors,  their  names  ?.re  to  be  carefully  and  fuitably  arranged 
and  recorded  ;  and,  at  the  expiration  of  each  year  after  the 
faid  appointment,  the  firft  named  eight  on  faid  lift  are  to 
ceafe  to  be  Directors,  and  eight  others,  members  of  our  So¬ 
ciety,  appointed  by  the  Meeting  in  their  place,  (with  an  ad¬ 
dition  for  fuch  as  may  be  deceafed  or  difowned.)  any  of 
whom  may  be  chofen  from  the  number  of  Donors  and  Sub¬ 
fcribers,  or  others,  as  fhall,  in  procels  of  time,  be  judged 
mod  convenient  and  beft, 

15th.  If,  at  any  future  period,  by  means  of  forne  unfore- 
feen  or  unexpected  events,  it  fhould  appear  to  the  ueneiai 
Meeting,  that  the  oiiginal  purpole  of  the  Undertaking  can¬ 
not  be  accomplifhed  or  purlued,  the  faid  Geneial  Meeting 
fhall  give  due  notice  in  writing  to  all  the  Directors,  and  alio  to 
every  quarterly  or  other  Meeting  of  our  Society,  which,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Rules,  may  be  inierefted  therein,  that  Uiedif- 
pofal  of  the  property  of  the  Inftitution  is  to  be  taken  under 
confideration  at  their  next  Meeting  ;  at  which  Meeting  two 
Agents  or  Reprefentatives,  appointed  by  any  of  the  laid 


*  This  has  accordingly  been  done , 
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Meetings,  fliall  be  admitted  as  Members  of  the  (General 
Meeting;  and  in  cafe  two-thirds  of  the  Meeting  fo  conven¬ 
ed  fhali  agree  thereto,  they  may  fell  or  difpofe  of  the  whole 
eftate  and  property  of  the  Inftitution,  or  of  any  part  there¬ 
of,  or  appropriate  the  fame,  or  the  neat  produce  thereof,  to 
fuch  juft,  equitable,  or  charitable  ufes,  as  they,  on  ferious 
and  deliberate  confideration,  fhali  judge  beft. 

16th.  A  quarter  of  a  year’s  maintenance  for  each  Patient 
is  to  be  regularly  paid  in  advancteu;  and  in  cafe  the  Patient 
fhould  be  cured,  or  die  before  the  expiration  of  the  firft 
quarter,  no  part  thereof  is  to  be  returned  ;  but,  after  the  lirft 
quarter,  return  is  to  be  made  for  the  number  of  whole  weeks 
unexpired,  at  the  time  of  removal,  or  deceafe  of  a  Patient. 

17th.  On  the  admiftionof  Patients,  the  Committee  fhould, 
in  general,  require  a  certificate,  figned  by  a  medical  perfon, 
to  the  following  import  :  I  do  hereby  certify ,  that  A  B  of  C$ 
ayed  — years ,  is  in  a  Jiate  of  lnfanity ,  and  proper  to  be  received 
into  a  houfe  provided  for  the  relief  of  perfons  of  that  defcription .* 
It  is  alfo  deiirable,  that  fome  account  fhould  be  lent,  how 
long  the  Patient  has  been  difordered  ;  whether  any,  or  what 
fort  of  medical  means  have  been  ufed  ;  and  whether  any  dif- 
po  fit  ton  has  appeared  in  the  Patient  to  injure  him  or  heifelf, 
or  any  other  perfon  ;  with  any  other  circum fiances  likely  to 
throw  light  on  the  cafe  relative  to  his  or  her  treatment. 

18th.  As  the  Committee  is  not  to  admit  any  Patient,  on 
lower  terms  than  eight  (hillings  per  week,  unlefs  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Agent  of  a  privileged  Meeting,  ora  Subfcri- 
ber  qualified  according  to  the  third  Rule,  it  is  hoped  that  in¬ 
dividual  Subfcribers  will  be  cautious  of  recommending  Pati¬ 
ents,  whole  maintenance,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  paid  by  a 
monthly  or  other  Meeting,  to  the  laving  of  the  expenie  of 

*  Aljo  whether  the  Patient  is  afflicted  with  any  complaint  inde¬ 
pendent  oj  Infinity. 
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the  members  of  fuch  Meetings  co%6liveIy,  thereby  render¬ 
ing  it  unnecelfary  for  them  to  fubfcribe  to  the  Inflitution  i 
but  no  difcotiragement  is  hereby  intended  to  the  aftiftanceof 
Friends  whofe  circum  fiances,  or  thofe  of  their  near  connex¬ 
ions,  are  too  ftrait  to  pay  eight  {hillings  per  week. 

19th.  As  it  is  neceffary  to  afcertain  the  Subfcriptions  of 
each  Meeting  that  may  have  a  right  to  recommend  poor  Pa¬ 
tients,  Donors  of  twenty-five  pounds  and  upwards,  are  de- 
fired  to  explain,  whether  they  wifn  to  enjoy  the  privilege* 
during  life,  of  recommending  poor  Patients,  or  that  their 
Donations  fhould  be  confidered  as  the  Subfcription  of  their 
quarterly  or  other  Meetings :  and  it  is  agreed,  that  all  Do¬ 
nations  of  individuals  (not  claiming  fuch  right  of  recommen¬ 
dation)  fhall  be  conlihered  as  the  Subfcription  of  the  quar¬ 
terly  Meeting  to  which  they  refpeflively  belong,  whether 
reported  to  fuch  Meetings,  or  not ;  and  every  quarterly 
Meeting  fhall  enjoy  the  privilege  of  recommending  poor  Pa¬ 
tients,  in  proportion  to  the  Subicriptions  of  their  refpe^^j 
Members. 

2oth.  As,  in  many  cafes,  it  may  be  difficult  for  the  friends 
of  Patients  to  procure  luitable  perfons  to  condubl  them  to 
the  Houfe,  it  is  agreed,  that  on  application,  a  proper  perfon 
will  be  fent  from  the  Retreat  ;  the  expenfes  only  being  paid 
by  the  Patients’  friends. 

ft.  Though  it  was  the  original  defign  of  this  Inftituti- 
on,  to  accommodate  fuch  In  fane  Perfons  as  are  Members  of 
our  Society,  yet  it  was  alfo  confidered  that  cafes  might  arife, 
wherein  it  might  be  defirable  to  extend  fuch  accommodation 
beyond  the  line  of  ftriQ;  memberfhip  ;  but  as  an  indifcrimi- 
nate  admittance  of  perions  not  in  memberfhip,  would  defeat 
the  fpecial  defign  of  the  Inflitution,  the  admitting,  or  not 
admitting  of  them,  mud  always  be  left  to  the  discretion  of 
the  Committee,  and  confequently  time  given  for  that  purpofe, 

2£d,  It  alio  appears  neceffary,  that  the  fending  of  Patients 
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without  previous  application,  fhould,  in  all  cafes,  be  avoid¬ 
ed,  left  iuitable  accommodations  be  not  ready  for  their  re¬ 
ception  ;  and  Friends  are  alfo  requefted  to  avoid  bringing 
Patients  at  late  hours  of  the  night. 

23d.  As  fome  Patients  have  come  with  diforders  uncon¬ 
nected  with  Insanity,  and  which  require  additional  expenfe 
or  attendance,  it  is  judged  neceffary,  that,  in  fuch  cafes,  an 
additional  charge  fhould  be  made,  at  the  difcretion  of  the 
Committee, 

24th.  As  experience  demonftrates,  that  the  recovery  of 
infane  Patients  frequently  depends  on  their  being  removed 
from  their  connexions,  and  put  under  proper  care  and  treat¬ 
ment,  in  the  early  Pages  of  the  disorder,  it  is  earneftly  re¬ 
commended  to  their  friends,  to  remove  them  at  an  early  pe¬ 
riod  after  the  diforder  appears  to  be  fixed.  And,  as  an  ad¬ 
ditional  inducement  to  per  ions  in  ftraitened  circumftances, 
to  adopt  this  falutary  meafure,  it  is  concluded,  that,  in  de-

ante,  t’nofie,  members  of  cur  Society  whole  circutnftanc.es,  in 
'  cale  of  continuance,  would  not  conveniently  admit  of  their 
paying  more  than  eight  {hillings  per  week,  {hall  be  entitled 
to  an  abatement  of  lour  {hillings  a  week  for  one  year,  if  not 
fooner  recovered.  Thofe  Patients  who,  by  the  former  Rule, 
would  have  been  rated  at  four  {hillings  per  week,  will,  under 
this  regulation,  be  admitted  gratis,  for  a  year,  if  neceilary. 

N.  B.  There  are  apartments  in  which  Patients  with  a  Servant 
may  be  a<  i omvu  dated,  without  mixing  with  the  others.
